of ye. 
Ye want the earth, but ye will

Our transport was signaled 
by the British as we [Missed out be­ 
yond the bouys, but as the ship com­ 
mander paid no attention to the sig- 
nals, 
we never 
learned if .Johnny 
Green’s tirade was Hie cause of it.

Drain all pools of water. 
Fill up abandoned wells and cess­ 
pools. 
Clear your premises of tin cans, as 
they hold water. 
Screen your home completely with 
six teen-mesh screening. 
Spray with oil pools that can not 
In* draimsl. or are not stocked with 
top minnows.

The runner who is set and ready to 
go at the crack of lhe gun has a big 
advantage over the slow starter.. This 
applies to farmers as well as to traeiv 
racers. 
The farmer who is always 
ahead with his work has less weather 
worry. 
If he gets out into his stubble 
and turns it under as soon as ills 
grain is harvested he not only restores 
organic matter to the soil, but he con­ 
serves winter moisture and is ready 
to plant rill* first favorable day in the 
fall or spring, depending upon the se­ 
lection of I hi- crop. 
M'he farmer who 
anticipates wet weather in the spring 
by doing his plowing in fall and win­ 
ter is on the mark, all set and ready 
to go. 
He is thus able to select and 
plan his crops, and is not forced to 
Ida ut something else because of delay 
iii preparing bis seedbed. 
Early plow­ 
ed land has a chance to settle, and 
thus a firmer seedbed is secured. 
Farmers who depend entirely upon 
horse power an* not always able ta 
get ahead with their work. 
often­ 
times the soil is dry and hard, and 
then when ii rains it is too wet. Thus 
tho summer and fall months go by. 
and when spring comes the fields re­ 
main unplowed until too iNte to plant 
anything 
but 
cotton 
or 
sorghums. 
Here is where power farming comes 
in. 
With a good tra cto r the plowing 
can be done tit a proper depth at times 
when tho work would be too hard for 
horses or mules. 
A good tractor will 
not hesitate I localise the weather is 
hot aud the ground baked hard, hut 
will pull the plow at a rapid rate at 
any desired depth. 
ll is often said that tractors cost 
more to operate than horses or mules. 
but when one considers time a s an 
element, 
proper 
depth 
of 
plowing. 
speed iii accomplishing the work, and 
the saving made by tieing ready when 
planting time conies, they more than 
pay for themselves if properly ti*w i­ 
led and cared for.— Holland’s.
